2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lin et aL 



Lin et al. disclose a mounting assembly comprising: 

a) a weapon frame having first and second slots; 50, 55 

b) a body; 40 

c) first and second jaws on opposite sides of the body; 35, 355 

d) first and second biasing members; and 32, 34 

e) a locking finger^or angled protrusion. 38, 39

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

a) a weapon frame having first and second slots; 38, 42 

b) a body; 168 

c) first and second jaws on opposite sides of the body; and 150
